REMOVE IGNITION KEYS 


| Did you lock your car when you 
left in on the street. yesterday? If so, 
‘you may have stopped a youngster 
from starting on a life of crime, 
The Ontario Safety League quotes 
U.S. reports that more than two- 
thirds of all cars stolen are taken by 
school-age youngsters. Police records 
show that some boys begin taking 
cars for “joy rides” when as young 
as 10 years old, but the real problem 
‘begins at 13 or 14 and tapers off 
sharply after 17. 
| Authorities who deal closely with 
juvenile auto thefts blame much of 
it on the casual attitude of the car- 
owning public. It is almost invariably 
‘the unlocked cars that get stolen 
many of them with the keys left 
dangling in the ignition. 
“ Normal parking precautions can 
offer little effective defence against 
the determined, professional auto 
thief. But a large proportion of 
illegally removed cars are taken by 
juveniles who delude themselves. that 
it is not really stealing to drive away 
in a car that has been left open, 
|whereas they would hesitate to break 
into a locked car. 
| Many stolen cars are recovered. 
‘They are abandoned at the end of the 
“joy ride” - or when the gas runs 
jout. Often they are unharmed, and 
ithe owners suffer nothing worse than 
panxiety and inconvenience, But too 
loften they are recovered after damage 


‘and bloodshed, resulting from in- 
competent, reckless or panic driving 

Surveys have «shown that cat 
thefts drop by as much as two-thirds 
after strict enforcement of key- 
removal Jaws. The *Ontario Safet: 
League asks all drivers to help pro- 
tect the public - as well as their own 
property - by making their cars as 
secure as possible when “left parked 
There are three simple rules to 
remember: 

1. Park in a frequented, wWell- 


lighted place. A. car left in a dark 
alley is much likely to be 
broken into. 

2. Lock the ignition and remove the 
keys 

3. Shut all windows (pay particular 
attention to the “no-draught”’ 
windows) and lock all doors.

As soon as the ice leaves the ponds 
at White Lake the Fish Culturists 
seine the trout from the ponds and 
transfer them to raceways and 
troughs. There they are counted and 
kept in different lots ready for 
planting. Usually our creeks are 
stocked first for they are ice free 
when our northern lakes are still ice 
covered. 

Trucks carrying fish to distant 
points where planting is to be carried 
out are loaded very early in the 
morning in order to give the driver 
ample time to dispose of his cargo. 
The trucks at White Lake are 
‘equipped with large, steel water 
tanks. The water in the tanks is kept 
at low temperatures as pieces of ice 
lay on top of each lid and thaw into 
the tanks. The oxygen of the water 

in the tanks is maintained at a4 
comfortable level by the use of com- 
pressed oxygen in bottles which is 
released into each tank by rubber 
‘hoses. The trout inside the tank feel 
, quite comfortable and if no mishap 
‘occurs, all survive well. 

Fish planting by truck can only 


. serve those troul waters which, are 


within reasonable distance from roads. 
' Aimost half of the trout lakes are too 
far off the- road and cannot be 
planted by truck. These lakes can 
easily be reached and planted by 
aeroplane. 

| The Beaver Aircraft, which is 
‘stationed at Tweed and ably piloted 
by Jim Kirk, is especially equipped 
for fish planting. Aluminum tanks 
with small trays inside them are 
mounted into the cargo space of the 
“Beaver.” Thé trout cargo is under 
the care of the fish dropping operator 
who vi fe the oxygen supply as 
necessary from time to time. When 
the aircraft approaches a lake 
designated for planting, the fish 
dropping operator

Part of A decomposed body. found 
in Lake Cathacoma is believed to be 
that of a guide drowned almost 18 
years ago. — 

Provincial police said Tuesday the 
leg and boot of the body snagged by 

two fishermen Stinday is probably 
that of Theodore Simpson * who 
drowned Nov. 9, 1947, when a boat 
overturned. 

Despite intensive searches and 
dragging, the body was never located. 

Myr. Simpson was in a boat carry- 
ing himself and Vincent Eastwood Jr. 
to the Ketchecum Hunt Club. Three- 
foot waves swamped and overturned 
their outboard-powered skiff. 

Mr. Eastwood was rescued by Hugh 
Waddell, then a Peterborough alder- 
man who went on to become mayor, 
and who is now owner of the Cana- 
dian Tire Store on George Street. 

The fishermen,- Douglas Langford 
Jr. and Elmer Richardson, both of 
Hastings, found the body. while 
trolling opposite the hunt club on the 
northeast end of the lake. 

This is where Mr. Simpson drowned 
police said, : 

The two men found.a shin bone 
with a sock and high-top boot still on 
it. 

Positive identification from this 
part of the body is almost impossible 
and police may drag the area in an 

effort to recover more of the body. 

The rest of the skeleton is believed 
to be on the lake bottom in the same 
location where the fishermen snagged 
the leg. 

“I thought I had caught my line 
on a tree-on the bottom,” Mr. Lang- 
jford sajd, “Even with a terrific lot 
‘of pulling, I was unable to free it.” 

The two men then turned their 
boat in the opposite direction in an 
effort to free the line. 
| “One more strong tug and it came 

free,’ Mr. Langford said. “It was 
‘rather gruesome.” 

Mr. Simpson and Mr. Eastwood set 
‘out across the lake in November, 
1947, shortly after midnight and 
planned to hunt deer after arriving 
at the hunt club. | : 

Gusting winds and waves described 
by Mr. Eastwood at the time as 
“more than three feet high’? swamped 
the boat and dumped them into the 
icy water. 

Both men clung to the overturned 
boat and shouted for help. Mr, East- 
wood also signalled with a flashlight.

QOntario’s last outbreak of forest 
, tent caterpillars began in 1948 and 
jended abruptly in 1953 due to the 
effect of severe spring. weather— 
snow, frezing rain, 
| hat¢hed eaterpillars. For several 
jyears the insect. seemed almost to 
|have disappeared, but began to ap- 
;pear again in 1958 and 1959. By 
1961 several areas of defoliation be- 
came ‘evident in the Kenora district 
and since then the outbreak has ex- 


panded, 
Malacosoma, a_ hairy voracious 
two-inch long caterpillar chews 


through the leaves of vast forest 
tracts. The creeping migration leaves 
trees so stripped of foliage that June 
looks like late fall. Little harm js 
done to most of the trees attacked; 
the weaker ones may die, but others 
usually produce a second growth of 
stunted leaves later in the season. 

A gathering of 20,000 caterpillars 
can denude a poplar tree quickly, but 
often as many as 200,000 of the 
insects may be on one tree, making 
the trunk and branches a wriggling, 
hairy mass. During a major outbreak 
the rustle of moving caterpillars and 
their droppings falling to the forest 
floor is clearly audible to human 
ears. 


They have been known to defoliate® 


20,000 to 25,000 square miles of 
Ontario forest in a few spring weeks. 

Peak of. the last big outbreak was 
1951, at which time flame-throwers 
and blowtorches were used in the 
Manitoulin, Orillia and Barrie dist- 
ricts against the creeping hordes, but 
to little effect. 

During that year Northern Ontario 
and Machigan highways . became 
super-slick with millions of traffic- 
pulpel caterpillar bodies, and trains 
jon the Sudbury to Soo run were an 
hour or more late because of rails 
made greasy with crushed insects. 

Malacosoma has a blackish hairy 
body marked with lateral blue stripes 
and whitish. keyhole-shaped spots. In 
July .and August the caterpillar 
hatches into brown-colored moths, 
and during these months the eggs are 
laid, It is not to be confused with 
the commonly-seen Eastern tent 
caterpillar which builds a weblike 
nest in the branches of chokecherry, 
apple and other trees. 

One of the most peculiar aspects of 
an invasion of forest tent caterpillars 
is the simultaneous emergence of 
Cearcophaga or flesh flies, parasites 
that deposit eggs in the host cater- 
pillars and thereby contribute to their

If this had been put into ef- 
fect, it would have been not only 
a threat to freedom of the press 
but to personal freedom as well. 

The press, as the guardian of 
a free and open society, and the 
watchdog of the performance of 
public authorities, is of course 
gravely concerned at this 
treatened invasion of press free- 
dom. 

As crucial as the subject of 
press freedom is, however, per- 
sonal freedom is even more im- 
portant. The two go hand in 
hand, and society cannot have 
one. without the other. 

Freedom of the press is a 
fundamental bulwark against 
tyranny. When any dictatorship 
secks to shackle itself on a free 
people, the press is always the 
first to come under attack. 

The background to the Fav- 


reau threat is that the justice . 


minister, in a well-meaning but 
ill-advised fashion, has admitted 
that he is considering recom- 
mending legislation which would 
change the system of reporting 
erime and trials in Canada. 

If the justice minister were 
able to enact the kind of law he 
has said he is considering, the 
press, radio and television 
would be prohibited from using 
the name of an accused person 
until he has been convicted. If 
he were not convicted, accord- 
ing to the justice minister, then 
the case would never be report- 
ed. 

Mr. Favreau says such a sys- 
tem would protect the reputa- 
tion of persons accused of 
erimes and later founa innocent. 
but who nevertheless bear the 
scar of public suspicion. 

The tragic fallacy of this ar- 
gument is that such a system 
would open the way to secret ar- 
rests, star-chamber proceed- 
ings, indefinite detentions, and 
unjust convictions of many inno-

But the fact of the matter is 
that there is no real problem in 
press reporting of triais in Ca- 
nada anyway. There is little or 
no trial by press in this country. 
There is none of the spectacle 
which occurs so frequently in 
the U.S, for example, where po- 
lice will give out the text of al- 
leged confessidns, and officers 
will conduct interviews describ- 
ing how they caught such-and- 
such a person committing a cer- 
tein crime.

'GROWING TOMATOES 


IN THE HOME GARDEN 


Tt is hard to beat the flavour of 


b ripe, home-grown tomato so if you 
h 


ave a sunny spot in 
why not grow a few 
home gardeners grow the staking 
type to save on space and keep the 
fruit off the ground. Horticulturists 
with the Ontario Department of 
Agriculture recommend Earliest-of- 
All, Vogue, Trellis 22 and Gardener 
as good staking varieties. 

Tomatoes should be set out as soon 
as the danger of frost is past. They 
like a loose- soil with plenty of 
manure or other organic matter: The 
staking types are set 18 to 24 inches 
apart in rows three feet apart while 
bush types are spaced two feet apart 
and 4 to 8 feet between the rows. i 

Before planting, dig in 25 pounds of 
5-20-20 fertilizer and 3 pounds of 
ammonium nitrate per 1,000" square 
feet of soil. To get plants off to a 
fast start, water them in with one- 
half pint of starter solution such as 


your garden, 


spoon per gallon of water. At the 
time of planting, good strong stakes 
should be placed beside each plant 
so they may be tied up as they grow. 
Plants should be pruned regularly 
leaving the main stem and removing 
side shoots which appear between the 
Removal of 
these shoots leaves more nutrients 
for the fruit, and speeds ripening. 
About the middle of August the 
growing tip should be pinched back, 
as fruit set after this will not ripen 
before frost. 
“ Water plants when the soil begins 
to dry out and try to keep them moist 
throughout the season for best quality 
fruit.

Preamble to the resolution pointed 
out that the. Canadian Ensign has 
been the flag of Canada for almost 


- $3 years, and added that thousands 


of Canadians—along with 120,000 
military personnel—lived and died 
under this flag in two world wars. 

In its future role as a color,’ the 
Canadian Ensign will honor the war 
dead who died in service while it was 
the flag of Canada. 


‘The convention also saw endorse- | 


‘ment of a resolution asking that the 
Ontario government officially adopt 


the modified Red Ensign as 4 pro- 


vincial flag. ; 


Other resolutions endorsed at the 
convention asked: — 

-* Appointment of a representative 
of the Legion to the federal commit- 
tee on bilingualism and biculturalism. 

* Payment of a burial grant for 
any War Veteran's Allowance 
recipient, and federal government 
funds be extended for burial of cer- 
tain civilian groups such as the 
Canadian Corp of Firefighters, Mer- 
chant Navy and others; 

* Establishment. of a Dominion- 
wide Legion Week annually. 

* Rehabilitation assistance to re- 
tiring veterans, through the National 
Employment Service advisory com- 
mittee of the Legion; 

* Doubling of the 
comforts for veterans 
from the present $10 monthly; .

A few fields of corn have been 
damaged by cutworms in this area 
and apparently the damage is wide- 
spread across Ontario, This cutwonum 
is a species that feeds below ground 
probably the glassy cutworm. This 
species prefers sod and 
troublesome to crops following sod 
in low ground. The body is greenish 
white with a reddish head. The worm 
has somewhat of a translucent or 
glassy appearance. It varies from 4 
inch to 1 inch long. 

All corn growers should check their 

fields closely. Some of the. plants 
| appear wilted, some are ragged in 
‘appearance and many are cut off 
| below the ground level. Look for the 
|eutworm 1 to 3 inches below ground 
ilevel, feeding on the underground 
parts of the piant. 

If they are underground feeders, 
spray with a low volume of water

Some suggestions from the Zoology

(1) You may find it is better to 
leave the crops as the season is late. 
'If you can apply a large volume of 
water. per acre then sprays as given 
in the "1965 Field Crop Recommenda- 
tions” in the 2nd column of page 20 
may be helpful. A chemical called 
Sevin is the only one to use on silage 
' corn. 

(2) If a damaged field 


is worth 


‘leaving, it might. be advisable to 
\resow corn again - in part or all of 
it - beside the present row (1 - 2 
inches away) using the earliest 


hybrid available. "This mixed planting 
likely will be useful for silage only. 
Some furtter damage may occur but 
the, final stand will likely be better. 
(3) If\you have corn for grain it 
is too late to replant, unless you get 
a very early maturing hybrid. Ap- 
parently early maturing hybrids are 
in very short supply’ 
(4) If atrazine has not been applied, 
'you may wish to sow oats or a sudan- 
sorghum hybrid. The cutworms will 
damage these crops also but should 
| not to the extent they do corn.

Construction of a new regional jzil 
to meet the requirements of the four 


‘Lennox and Addington and Frontenac 
will get the support of Hastings | 
/county Warden Fred Beckett. when | 
(the matter comes up for discussion | 
‘this week. 

Opening Tuesday morning’s coun- 
‘cil session, Warden Beckett seid that 
originally he had been opposed to the 
idea of a central jail but since had 
changed his mind. 

One of the reasons for changing his 
mind was the high ‘cost of bringing 
the present county jai! up to. standard 
‘or the county constructing a new 
jail on its own. 

“1 now fel that the idea of a 


central jail is entirely feasible and I. 


\strongly recommend that council 
‘give its support,” he said. 

But while the warden is in favor 
,of the idea of a central jail, he is

Authentically the oldest Canadian | 


Club in existence, the New York 
club was born and then reborn. An 
| unugual and prominent Canadian, 


Erastus Wiman, a native of Churchill, , 


Ontario, then living in the burgeoning 
city, was an enthusiastic advocate for 


| promoting friendly relations between 
Canadd and the United States. He is | 
credited with having persuaded the | 


State of New York to issue a charter 
for a Canadian Club in 1895. 

After some rather spectacular 
social events the club suspended 
operations. Six years were to elapse 
before another Canadian was fired 
with the game ambition to establish 
such a club in this metropolis. 
William TT. Robson of — Lindsay, 
Ontario, gathered together at the 
23rd Street branch of the YMCA, a 
group 6f young Canadians. The date 
was May 23, 1903. Later with a 
successful report by the committee 
appointed at that meeting to investi- 
gate the possibility of support for 
such a club, it was decided to go 
ahead with the organization. It was 
given the name “The Canadian Club 
of New York” and though it was to 
know ups and downs over the years, 
it still flourishes under that title. 

One hundred and fifty three Cana- 
dians were listed as the original 
membership which has since grown 
to some 1650, including members who 
reside in 18 different countries of the 
world. Though there are 400 among 
them residing in Canada, Tre New 
York Club is not affiliated with any 
of the Canadian clubs in this country. 

Distinctly a social club, the Cana- 
dian Club of New York played a 
magnificent part in war relief, con- 


ributing over $100,000 during the first | 


world war. It also sent seven 


ambulances to France. During the | 
second world conflict the club co- | 


operated with other Canadian and 
British organizations in New York in 


founding the Maple Leaf Fund for | 


administering relief funds. It also 
entertained Canadian service men at 


luncheon every Saturday during the | 


war until 1945. Funds for this were 
contributed by members and S&S. 
Freeman Raymond, originator of the 
idea.

COUNCILLORS TAKE 
ANNUAL BUS TRIP 


| The wide diversification of industry 
|within. the boundaries of county 
municipalities which they represent 
comes as a bit of a surprise to many 
Hastings county councillors. 

On Wednesday last week, taking 
their annual bus trip reeves and 
deputy reeves visited the southeast 
part of the cbunty with many ex- 
pressing amazement at the different 
industries which 89 to provide jobs 
in the district. 

The diversification ranges all the 
yay from agriculture in its different 
forms, plastic and metal fabrication, 
sawmill and quarrying operations. 

Leaving Belleville, councillors 
stepped briefly at Point Anne where 
they took a quick trip around the 
Canada Cement plant, 

Then at Marysville they stopped at 
the William Latchford feed barn 
where they saw beef steers being fed 
by the latest in mechanized equip- 
ment. K 

At Deseronto they visited the 
Canada Optical plant and saw plastic 
eye glass frames being turned out. 
| At Ideal Vendors they learned that a 
large percentage of the automatic 
coin operated soft drink vending 
machines are made right in Deser- 
onto. 

In the afternoon a stop was made 
‘at the modern electricaily operated 
\sawmills owned by the Chisholm 

brothers at Chisholm Mills. Here up 
to three and a half million feet of 
lumber are sawed annually. : 

Thén at Tweed village councillors 
i toure the Tweed Veneers Ltd. plant 

where they saw thin veneers. being 
turned out which later will enhance 
furniture and home decorations. 

At Tweed Steel Works they saw 
steel being fabricated to customer 
requirements, One of the jobs, a big 
metal smokestack, will be shipped to 
Trinidad and another to a South 
American destination. 

And finally county councillors 
visited the site of a former county 


‘esta area at Actinolite where 


a marble quarry is currently under 
development as the county’s newest 
ndustry. 

A new company—Ontario Marble— 
has been formed as a subsidiary of 
widely known Vermont Marble, to 
develop the quarrying operation, 
soon» to go. into production after 
over $200,000 spent in drilling and 
other development. 

This spring a compressor building 
has been constructed and hoisting 
equipment installed. 

Sample quarrying has proven the 
white marble to be the best in the 
country. Ten to 12 men will be em- 
ployed this year. If the development 
goes as planned up to 80 men will be 
eventually employed. 

The white marble, quarried in 20 
to 30 ton blocks, will be transported 
to Peterborough for cutting and then 
on to. Toronto for polishing. But 
eventually the entire operation is ex- 
pected to be carried out at Actinolite. 

The day’s bus trip was under the 
direction of county agricultural com- 
mittee chairman Reeve William 
O'Brien of Wallaston township. 

In addition to the plant inspection 
tours, councillors stopped at Wayside 
Inn at Shannonville for morning 
coffee, at the Melrose township hall 
where they were dinner guests of 
Tyendinaga township, and at the 
Tweedsmuir Hotel in. Tweed where 
Tweed village and Hungerford town- 
ship were hosts for the evening meal. 

The county councillors also visited 
the Roman Catholic Church at Read,

Just a few de- 
cades ago, every day was fa- 
ther’s' day, and there was no 
fooling about it. i 


When I was a kid, there was 
none of this nonsense of father 
helping around the house. Nowa- 
days fathers scrub the kitchen’ 
floor on their day off, and help 
with the dishes after dinner. In 
the good old days, father didn’t 
have a day off, in the first 
place, and mother wouldn’t have 
let him dry the dishes, in the 
second, because she knew her 
place, and his. : 


Perhaps it’s the increase in 
leisure time that has turned the 
head of the house into the foot-of 

: the family: a substitute baby- 
sitter; an unpaid domestic sla- 
vey; a handy wailing-wall; and 
in general, a pale reflection of 
his dignified, respected male 
forebears. 


Until a couple of decades ago, 
father worked a six-day 60-hour 
week, But he didn’t get ulcers, 
or drop dead at 45. And do you 
know why? Because he didn’t 
see as much of his family as the 
pvor, cripple-gutted creature 
who brings home the bacon to- 
day. 


Nowadays, father gets a day 
off. Does he potter in the gar- 
den? Does he go fishing? Does 
he play golf with the boys? 
Would it were so. He is kicked - 
into the street with the children, 
while mother does whatever 
modern women do around home, 
with $2,000 worth of labor- sav- 
ing machinery. 

There is nothing more pitiable 
than the sight of a father, on his 
day off, wandering forlornly 
about a supermarket, trailed by 
two or three whining kids.

KNOW HOW TO ACT 


IN A WATER EMERGENCY 


Knowing beforehand how to act in 
@ Water emergency may save your 
life or someone else's. 

Family Safety Magazine says that 


the old maritime phrase “Stick with : 


‘the ship” when the ship is sinking 
isn’t meant for the captain alone. 
It's good advice for you too. If your 
boat is swamped or overturned don't 
swim for shore. It may be father than 
you think. And many a strong swim- 
mer has lost his life doing just that. 

“Stick with the ship.”” Metal and 
plastic boats usually have built-in 
buoyancy. (In Canada, metal and 
plastic boats must have «built-in 


buoyancy.) A wooden rowboat filled — 


with water will support you and your 
companions while you hang onto its 
sides. If there are two or more per- 
sons, lock hands with each other over 
the boat’s hull. This gives you a 
better grip and prevents fatigue. If 
the boat is filled with water but re- 
mains right side up you can sit in it 
safely and paddle with your hands 
to shore. 

Canoes are tricky. If yours cap- 
sizes or swamps, don’t panic. The 
moment you feel yourself tipping, 
grab the side of the canoe and “hold 
;on tight’’ to keep it from being 
‘swept away. If the canoe gets away 


‘from you, you will probably have to | 


lswim to shore - a good reason for 
‘always wearing a life jacket. 

. If you are close to. shore, don’t 
‘bother trying to board it from the 
| water. Simply push or tow it to shore 
while you swim. 

To board the canoe from the water, 
turn it upright and position yourself 
lat the middle of one side. Then reach 
across and hold onto the opposite 
side. Using your arms, pull the canoe 
under you. Help your arms by flutter- 
kicking with your feet. Continue to 
draw the canoe under you until you 
gain balance and can roll backward 
and sit inside it. Even though it's 
full of water, the canoe will still float 
and support you so that you can 
paddle back to shore - with your 
hands if you've lost your paddle. 

Lands and Forests safety personnel 
advocate always wearing a life 
jacket while you are out in a boat. 
Using it as a cushion may be con- 
venient but won't do you much good 
if you are suddenly dumped into the 
water,
